Washington, Aug. 14.— Tho long atrug- 
gle over tho tariff bill came to a close at 
o'clock last evening, whon the houso by a 
vote of 182 to 107 docided to disoharge tho 
house ooDforeos from further consideration 
of the bill, recede from its position to tho 
63-4 sonato amendments and agreo to the 
same. 

It was a complete victory for tho senate 
The house made an absolute surrender. The 
roault grow directly out of tho senaationul 
course of ovonta at tho senate ond of the 
oapitol, preceipitatod by Senator Hill on 
Friday. 

Up to that timo the Houso conferees 
had stood firmly against the sonato amend- 
ments, especially on the throo disputed 
schedules, coal, iron and sugar, and tho 
temper and voice of the houso was for war 
—war to the ond. But tho indications that 
tho Democrats of tho house might be un- 
able to loDger hold a majority of the voters 
in line for oven tho senate bill, and that tho 
bill was in desperate jeopardy, forcod tho 
house Democrats to immediate action. Tho 
Democratic conforoos of the house at last 
admittod they were boaten, and that an- 
other vote could not be risked in tho 
senate; that it must either be the sonato 
or no bill. 

The question was precipitated in thu 
caucus hold just before the houeo convened 
yesterday, at which, after a thorough review 
of the situation, uud speeches in favor of 
receding by Speaker Crisp, Chairman Wil 
son aud others, it was dooided to tako tho 
senate bill, and immediately afterward pass 
separate bills, placing coal, iron ore, eugar 
and barbed wiro on tho free list, and by so 
doing place tho house on record, and at 
least partially overoome the humiliation in- 
volved in itB defeat. Tho programme ar- 
ranged in the caucus was carried out to the 
letter in the houio after an iron-clad special 
order. 

Tho scones in the ohamber through- 
out tho day and evening were exciting 
and at times sensational. The galleries 
were packed and tho members applauded 
and oheered their respective leaders to the 
echo. Under tho terms of the order but 
two hours were allowed for debate on the 
main proposition to recede and agree to the 
senate amendments. Parliamentary skir- 
mish preceded tho pitched battle, but points 
of order raised by the Republicans wore 
swopt aside. The speaker ruled the house 
with an iron hand. Tho principal speeches 
for and against the main proposition wero 
made by Mr. Wilson and Mr. Crisp on 
the one hand and ex-Speaker Reed and 
Mr. Burrows on the other. There was not 
time for preparation and all speeches were 
hot from the forge-brain and were greeted 
with rounds of cheers and applause. 

Bourke Coakran, of New Yo>k, and Mr. 
Tarsney, of Missouri, both democratic mem- 
bors of the ways and means committee, 
delivered scathing and Bensational Bpeeohes, 
denouncing the surrender of tho houBe as 
cowardly and indefensible. The Bpeaker 
replied to Mr. CockraD, whose effort waB a 
brilliant ono, with such temper that tho lat- 
ter took it as a personal affront, although 
the speaker died. imed suoh intention. 

When tho vote came to bo taken at 6 
o'clock thirteen democrats voted with the 
republicans against tho resolution. The 
democrats then put through, ono after an- 
other, what tho republicans described as the 
pop gun bills, plaoing coal, iron ore, barbod 
wiro and sugar on the free list, and which in 
tho debate the republicans maintained would 
bo propoaed only to go to death in the senate.

LONDON, Aug. 14.— The Westminster 
Gazette saya : " Tho history of the Gorman 
tariff bill dooB not oxcito tho admiration of 
tho American senate. It shoWB England's 
advantuge in having a weak House of Lords 
instead of a strong eenate." 

The Globe (Conservative-) says: "The 
houao was wiao and patriotic in deciding to 
end the deadlock by accepting tho Benato's 
halting, lopsided bill." 

Washington, Aug. M.— Thero was 
unusual aign of trouble or excitement in tho 
Bcnato thiB morning, and no apparent worry 
over tho action of tho houao last cvoning 
While the journal was being road thero was 
an earnest conaultatinn between Senators 
Harris, Cockroll and Gorman. As soon as 
tho journal was read a mtasago from tho 
houao was handed in announcing tho paaBago 
by tho house of bills to place on tho freo 
list sugar, bituminous coal, iron ore and 
barbed wire. 

NBW York, Aug. U.— The Westorn 
Union Telegraph Company's contral cablo 
oilioo has rocoived the following: "Glas- 
gow's export to tho U. S. aro likely to in- 
crease some $600 000 in value, owing to tho 
passage of tho Gorman bill."

Four 1 YictlniB of tho Sydenham River- Col" 
lapse or it Wharf Near Kingston. 

WALLAOKBtmo, Aug. 14.— (Spooial) — 
Word comes from Thornyhurat, soven milos 
up Sydonham rivor, of tho drowning of Mr. 
Johnston, Mibs L. Winters, Miss li. Win- 
ters and Miss Shorwood. Tho girls woro 
returning homo aftor visiting friends, and 
Johnstono undertook to ferry them across 
tho rivor.

Kingston, Aug. 14 -(Special)— Yester- 
day ovoning as B large numbor of picniokers 
wero standing on tho wharf at Channel 
Grovo, two miles from tho oity, waiting for 
a steamer, somo of tho tinibors gavo awuy, 
being old and rotten, and thirty pooplo, in- 
cluding womon ond childron, wero pro 
cipitated into tho wator. A sceno of tho 
greatest excitement onauod, but finally 
after about thirty minutea all wero saved. 
Somo womon woro badly crushed and very 
much exhausted. Two of them aro now 
dangerously ill. 



BRAVE RESPONSIBILITY. 

Lord Spencer Warns the Lords of tho Possibil- 
ity of Exasperating Ireland. 

London, Aug. 14. — In his speeoh in the 
House of Lords yesterday, in moving the 
Becond reading of the Evicted Tonants bill, 
Lord Spencer said that too often had their 
Lordships rejected measures, which the 
majority of the Irish nation considered of 
vital importance and passed others whioh 
were hateful to them. Now thoro was an 
opportunity to make a concession whioh 
might not recur. Ho recalled the fact that 
the rejection of the compensation for dis- 
turbances bill by the House of Lords, had 
been followed by a terrible outbreak of 
crime in Ireland. He would not 
prophoay that a Bimilar outbreak 
would follow the rejection of the bill 
undor diacuBaion, but th.i rejection of this 
measure would exasperate the people of 
Ireland, who wore now enjoying tho great- 
est quietude they had had in twenty years, 
ond woro looking to parliament for a rem- 
edy for their grievances. A sorious respon- 
sibility would reat upon tho Houso of Lords 
if it rejected tho bill. 

The Duko of Argyle, Liberal- Unionist, 
strongly oppoaed tho bill. Ho said that h 
rFjoiced that twica within a year tho Houbi 
ol Lorda hod had a duty to porform. It had 
alreudy redeemed Ireland from a groat criaiB 
and Ecgland from a great disaster, and i 
again would be found ready to porform its 
duty. 

The debato was continued by tho Marqul 
of LanBdowne, tho Marquis of Londonderry 
Huron Tweedmouth and others. 

WILSON'S OPINION. 

What the Author of tho Tariff Bill Thinks of 
the FiBcal Situation. 

Washington, Aug. 13. — Chairman Wil 
son, author of tho Wilson bill, has prepared 
for publication the following Btatament of 
his views on tho tariff situation : 

" I cannot see that wo failed to do ovory 
thing wo could do to bring about a better 
result. When I havo done my best, accord 
ing to my capacity and judgment, I must 
fall back upon thn consciousness of duty 
done. The difficulty which the country 
must recognize is that, on the tariff ques- 
tion, we did not have a democratic sonato, 
and what has been gained has boon wrested 
from a protective body. I have been 
willing to tako any, oven tho moat desper- 
ata chances, that gave tho least hopo of buc 
cesa in getting rid of the most objectionable 
senate amendments, and would havo fought 
to tho fourth of March if I had any ground 
to stand upon and any following to sustain 
me, 

" We have boen confronted by a senate 
with closed ranks, while we have had divi 
eiona from the beginning that have been fer- 
mented from the senate, and tho growing 
impatience of the members to get back to 
their districts with anything that might bo 
called a tariff reduction bill, had made thorn 
unwilling to stay until promise could be 
given of assured or probablo victory. We 
could not honestly give suoh promi«o, and 
a man cannot continue to battle with his 
army ready and eager to break away."

GOODS IN BOND. 



Stored In San Francisco Awaiting Action on 
the Tariff Bill. 



San Francisco, Aug. 14.— Thero are 
iight U. S. bonded warehouses and five 
bonded yards in thiB cuBtoms district. At 
the close of business on July 31, thore were 
goods in the warehouses and yards having 
total value of S'2;i8G,032. The e has been a 
concentration in the warehouse of dutiable 
goods liable to bo affected by the tariff, 
ever Binee the Wilson bill was roportod. 
Rocontly thore havo been large withdrawals 
of brandy in this district to eavo 20 cents 
er gallon. Ono firm in thla city ulone paid 
18,000 to withdraw brandies, and tho with- 
drawal of brandies continues. Other goods 
in the bonded^ warehouses here will, with 
tho exception of goods for immetliato con- 
sumption, probably remain in the warehouse 
until the fate of tho Senate tariff bill is set- 
tled . by President Cleveland. The 
goods in tho bonded warehouses here 
at this timo probably approximate 
in value §2,000,000. It is impossible to se- 
cure more exact figures- The principal 
values in bond aro in glass, rice, tin, bags of 
all kinds, which aro stored in groat quan- 
tities. Thoro aro alao in warehoueca steel 
rails and liquors of ail kinds in considerable 
quantities. Deputy Collector J. J. Tobin 
auticipates busy times if PreBidont Clovo- 
land signs the senate bill. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Burglars Actively at Work— Killed by Light- 
ning— Arrival of Hon. Mr. Daly. 

WINNIPEG, Aug. 14.— (Spooial)— Burglars 
effected an entranee through the rear door 
of James Eadies' implomont agotcy oflico, 
at Portago la Prairie and attaoked tho safe 
but failed to drill through tho door. Thoy 
broko off tho dial with a sledge hammer and 
loft without Beouring anything. 

Burglars broko into Allard & Co.'s dry 
goods Btoro last night at Calgary. They 
opened tho safe and took §00. 

Ludwiok Furst, a farmor living near 
Rosenfoldt, waa killed by lightning whilo 
stacking near his houso. 

Among tho arrivals in Winnipeg to-day 
wora Hon. J. C. Atkins, and Hon. T. M. 
Daly, MiniBtor of tho Interior. Tho lottor 
proooodod west to Brandon. 



Shanghai, Aug. 14.— The Chinese laud 
lineB to Korea are totally interrupted, with, 
no prospect of restoration. The cablo route 
via Nagasaki beyond Fuz in is also intorrupt- 
od, with tho single exoeption of Fusan, and 
Korea is completely cut off from all tele- 
graphic communication. Up to the time 
tho wires wont down thero waB no confirma- 
tion of the reported engagement botween 
the Chinese Poiyang squadron and tho Jap- 
anese fleot. The Chinese fleet Beems to have 
disappeared, and ita whereabouts is a mys- 
tery. Report has it that tho Chinese war* 
vessels may shortly be heard from off the 
Japanese coast. 

London, Aug. 14 — Tho correspondent to 
the News at Vienna atatea that Great Brit- 
ain, Franco and Rueeia have ogreed jointly 
to interfore in ciso tho Japanese attempt to 
ottaok Peking. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 14 — Conaidorablo 
excitement has boon caused by a dispatch 
from London stating that it is Great Brit- 
ain's intontion to proposo to the powers to 
interveno in Korea with a view of obtaining 
the evacuation of that country by Japan 
and China and tho establishment of inter- 
national control. It is stated that Russia 
would prefer to allow the war to continue.

Toronto, Aug. 14.— Sir John Thompson 
will be in Toronto on Saturday or Monday 
next to make a porsonal inspection of the 
island and the breakwater built by thegovern- 
ment, and to ascertain what further work is 
needed. 

Live Slock Shipments. 

Montreal, Aug. 14.— Over 48,003 head 
of cattle, 49,340 sheop and 2,715 horses 
have left this port for the old country this 
season up to date.

A Seeker After Civilization— West 
miuster Bridge By-law Carried 
by a Large Majority. 



Immense Vein of Gold Ore Discovered 
in West Kootenay— Novel 
Dredging Machine. 

(Special te the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Aug. 14.— The widow of a 
late United States justice, who asks not to 
have her name mentioned, was In tho city 
yesterday on an unusual mission on behalf of 
Mr. R. N. Richards, of the Davonport 
Democrat. Tho lady was commissioned to 
report on the civilization of the Pacific 
Coast. She said to your correspondent : 

" The style of architecture and the taste 
of the poople for science and art please me 
very muoh, and I shall have good things to 
repon of Vunoouver and Viotoria. The 
future of these cities is bright. Mr. Rich- 
ards' idea is to find out, irrespective of 
national sentiment, tho best centre for civil- 
i//-'d people to live in, and to be the means, 
if poiiuible, of amalgamating the art, his- 
toricul and scientific societies of tho Pacifio 
Coast into one brotherhood, as it were." 

Why, said she, in Santa Barbara they 
had a collection at their art und soionce In- 
stitute of all your British Columbia ores and 
many Indian curiosities from the Canadian 
coast. I venture to say that British Colum- 
bia was not ovon aware of the flattering 
notice Bho was receiving at Santa Barbara, 
and the same ignorance was displayed at 
Santa Barbara. They informed mo quite 
positively that theirs was the only art, his- 
torical and scientific organization on the 
Pacifio Coast, and I regrottcd such a state 
of affairs. Now you toll mo there oro suoh 
organizations in all the largo cities of Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

" Then your buildings aro suoh an agree- 
able surprise. They aro built for general 
utility on the foundation of truth. No 
sham ; no out-juttipgs to oatoh the duBt or 
roar the general substantial looking appear- 
unco. I tried hard to get photographs of 
tho Bank of Montreal and tho Boulder 
building, two gems in architecture, but, 
strange to say, could not succeed. I was 
surprised at the lack of local loyalty both 
hero and in Victoria. I was sent from pillar 
to post seeking information, but it was very 
difficult for me to got it. People decried 
their city rather than praised it, which is 
very wrong, for tho cities of British Colum- 
bia are sc bright in prospect. Victoria is a 
remarkably beautiful city and Vancouver is 
marvellous for its age ; everywhero are the 
distinct signs of advanced civilization. The 
danger is that, like all phenomenal prodi- 
gies, it may matnre so rapidly that it will 
become insane with its own brilliancy." 

The ministers who attempted to sit on the 
backs of the famous " Mountain Lions " and 
wave tho union jack with sky rooket accom- 
paniment 'for the edification of the people 
of Vancouvor twelve miles or so away, have 
returned rather oreBtfallen but with increas 
od knowledge of the topography of the 
country.

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Aug. 14.— Another 
drowning occurred at Steveston on Saturday 
night. An intoxicated Jap fell off the 
wharf into four feet of water and was 
drowned. 

Steveston had a free fight, prize fight and 
ball also on Saturday. Steveston is the 
liveliest place on the Coast to-day. There 
are 5,000 people camped thereabouts for 
fiehiDg. 

The salmon run last night was so heavy 
that the cannera laid off nearly all their 
boats till this morning, having all the fish 
they could handle. CatcheB of from 600 to 
SOO Balmon wore common. The run dropped 
off a little to-day. Salters are now work- 
ing full blast on the surplus fish.

KAMLOOP8. 

(From tho KamloopB Bontlnol.) 

The Pcmbroko hydraulic proporty at 
Thompson Siding will bo operated for tho 
proaent by a poworful duplox pump, cap. 
able of olevating an eight-Inch stroam 200 
feet high. If this should bo a succoss it will 
redeem thousands of acrei of good hydraulic 
claims not available for want of wator. 

Colonel Underwood, representative of 
this company, has just recoivod lottora 
patent from the Dominion government on a 
novel dredging muchino for mining on tho 
Frasor and other gold-bearing streams. Tho 
machine consists of a combination of the 
auction process with a dredge. It is shaped 
like a plough and of heavy steel bars ter- 
minating in a plough point, far enough 
apart to admit only Buoh boulders aa will 
readily puas through tho suction pipe 
and thonco to the sluioo boxes. 
This device is attaohod to tho end 
of a beam similar to tho ordinary 



steam shovel or dredge, and is to be oper 
, ated in the eamo manner. The colonel is of 
the opinion that this maohine will practi 
cally dispose of tho question of handling the 
60 to 80 per cent, dead work to be overcome 
in subaqueous mining on the Fraser. A ma- 
chine of this kind will be put to work on 
the Quesnolle river at an early date, lnoi 
dental to those and other improvements, al- 
most every department of business notes a 
healthy change 

Juhu F. Smith made a start on Thursday, 
with n party, to visit the Louis Viator mica 
mines, at Tote Jeuno Cache. For the trip 
he secured the Bervioea of two experienced 
minors, Messrs. Maurice W. Farrell and 
George F. Dorr.

KELSON. 

(From thoTribuno.l 

Sinco tho arrival of Mr. Wild, a roj. re 
sentativo of the Fraser & Chalmera company 
of Chicago, rapid progress has been made in 
getting the buildings and machinery at tho 
Silver King mino in shape. The boiler and 
ongine, air compressor, rock orusher, piok- 
lug table and Blake pump are all in posi- 
tion, and pipe connections made with the 
diamond drill on tho Kootenay Bonanza, 
1,500 feet distant. Tho air connection is 
mado by a 3 inch pipe and tho water by a 
2-inch. The water supply is taken from 
springs near the mine, but if thoy fail there 
is an unfailing supply in a small lake not far 
distant. It is reported that plans are in 
preparation for a concentrator. 

The Nelson Hydraulio Mining Company, 
is in a fair way to prove tho value of its 
ground on Forty-nine oreok. About $15,- 
000 have been expended in flumea, ditches, 
wasteways, pipes, monitors and sluice boxes. 
The flumo and ditoh is over a mile long, and 
the head of water is upwards of 300 feet. 
At present about 300 inches runa through 
the flume, which is barely enough to fill the 
pipe whon a three-inoh nozzle is used on the 
monitor. The ground is favorably located 
for working, but as it contains more bould- 
ers than gravel, it cannot be moved as 
rapidly as was expoatad. Fred Rice is act- 
ing as superintendent, and enough bodrock 
will be cleaned within the next two weeks 
to prove the value of the property. 

John G. McGuigan, one of the owners of 
the Noble Five group, in Slocan district, 
was in Nelson on Thursday. He says there 
are 8.J feet of ore in the breast of No. 2 
tunnel in the World's Fair, and that the 
mines never looked better than at present. 
Three tunnels were started on the Bonanza 
King, two of which are now in the World's 
Fair. ISo. 1 tunnel is in 200, and an up- 
raise made from it to the Burface. No. 2 
tunnel is in 310 feet, and an upraise con- 
neota it with No. 1 tunnel, near the mouth 
of the latter. At 9S feet a level was run 
from the upraiae for a distance of 102 feet. 
This level isconneoted with No. 1 tunnel by 
a wioz9, No. 3 tunnel is in 300 feet. On 
the World's Fair a tunnel is in 75 feet. 
There ii ore in the bn a ta of all tho tunnels 
except No. 1. A thousand tons will be 
shipped thia winter, part of which is now 
being sacked. 

Six men are at work on the Northern 
Belle No. 2, in Slocan district, on which the 
vein is from 8 inches to 2 feet in width. 
Ore has also been struck in the R. E. Lee 
tunnel. Both these claims aro in tho neigh- 
borhood of the Washington. 

In sinking a shaft at the mouth of the 
tunnel on the Joaie, in Trail Creek district, 
a fine vein of ore was atruck at a depth of 
50 feet. 

Ore running $12,50 in gold has been atruck 
on the San FranciBco, in Trail Creek dis- 
trict. 

A party of four proBpeotore have returned 
from a trip made to the mountains between 
the Bouth end of Kootenay lake and Salmon 
river, and report discovering an immense 
vein of gold-bearing ore. The route taken 
was up the creek that empties into Koot- 
enay iako near its lower end. For tho first 
ton miles the rise is gradual and tho slopes 
of the mountains are covered with what 
they describe as the " finest timber in Brit- 
ish Columbia." In about ten miles the 
forks of the creek is reached. One fork 
comes from the northwest, another from the 
west, and the main fork from the southeast. 
About two miles west of the forks tho coun- 
try rock changes from granite to dolomite, 
the latter running in a belt about a mile 
wide and in a northerly and southern direc- 
tion. Tho veiD, on which threo claims were 
located, is described as being a contact, 
with dolomite for the hanging wall and 
granite for the foot wall. It is 30 feet wide 
on the surface and stands out like a street 
for a distance of 600 foet. It was tracod in 
a northerly direction for quite s distance, 
but southerly waB thought to end abruptly 
near whore discovered. 

Moro diligent searoh, however, showed 
that tho voin turned at ulmost right angles 
toward the southoaBt. Tho oro on tho sur- 
face carries $10 in gold to tho ton and is free 
milling. A prospect holo six feot in depth 
was sunk, and from indications tho oro im- 
proves in valuo with depth. Tho discov- 
erers, Meiers. McGuigan, Henmssy, Mc- 
Donald und Bronnan, are mon not likely to 
be elated unless thoy have something pretty 
good in sight, Messrs. McGuigan and Hen- 
noBsy boing two of tho men who discovered 
tho Noble Five group of mines in Slooan dis- 
trict. When word of tho discovery was 
brought to Nolson thoro was no litt-lo ex- 
citement and quite a number of prospoctorB 
aro already reported on tho way in. Ab tho 
crow flies, tho now find is about twonty 
miles southeast of Nelson; by boat and trill, 
about sixty-live. Ainsworth is the record, 
ing office.

Of the Cannibal Bebela of Fiji— Far- 
ticHlars of Their Crime uud 
Capture. 



The Native Parliament Concludes Its 
Labors -Fijian Exhibit 
for Toronto. 



Sona, Fiji, July 24 — (3peoial)-lSewB 
will probably havo reached your part of the 
globe ere this of tho rising and roversion to 
aots of cannibalism of some of our moun 
taineerB on the Island of Vanua Levu, the 
biggost island in the 'group, which but for 
the very prompt notion of His Excellenoy 
the Uovtrnor would hfo probably roaohed 
very serious dimensions. For some time 
past tho disaffected natives havo boen under 
theiiiilaenco of devil priests, aud have been 
practising an old heathen rite oalled Luve 
ni Wai, which is striotly forbidden and 
illegal, as it works them up to aots of mad- 
ness. The magistrate of the district issued 
wurrantB for tho arrest of the principal 
offenders ; the people of the rebel town at- 
tacked the native officers who wero sent to 
enfoica these, and badly wounding two, 
dragged them into their town, murdered 
them, and ate portions of thorn. 
They afterwards left their town, and 
j lined by a neighboring town retired to an 
old native fortress, an almost inaccessible 
place on a peak in the hills, taking thoir 
women und children, and numbering in all 
about 175. Tho nthor officers fled baok to 
the coast and told the chief of the province 
what had happened, and he at once wrote 
to Suva for assistance. The Governor Im- 
mediately got together a forco of some 40 
of the armed native constabulary, chartered 
1 ; io inte rinsular steamer, and on the same 
day, Juno 5, started for tho scene of tho in- 
surrootion, Borne 250 miloB distant. Ho ar- 
rived at the nearest part of tho coast 4S 
hours afterwards, recruited 20 more men, 
making a total of 60, and without delay 
struck inland for tho stronghold of the 
rebels, a 20 miles maroh up the 
hills, which took him two days to accom- 
plish. On arriving at the deserted town they 
suddenly came upon some of them making 
offerings at the grave of one of thoir old 
chiefs, exhorting his spirit to help them in 
the coming conflict. Oil approaching the 
fortress, they could hear the rebels blowing 
Conoh sheila and yelling in defiance, and 
after giving them due warning, they rushed 
their stronghold. A short, sharp skirmish 
ensued and the rebels Had, two of their mon 
killing themselves by leaping over tho cliff. 
Altogether ten of them wore killed, includ- 
ing ouo woman who was accidentally shot, 
and three of tho Governor's party were more 
or 1 e sB wounded. After burning the place 
and pulling down a devil temple which had 
been erected, they made thoir way back tak- 
ing with them u few prisoners who had 
been capturod. On hia arrival 
at tbo coast, tho Governor found 
some two or threo thousand natives assem- 
bled from all carta of the island with the 
idea of assisting him. Hia Excellenoy in- 
tends having the numerous small mountain 
towns which are in existence abandoned, 
and bringing the natives into two or three 
large towns in more accessible parts where 
they can bo hotter looked after. The prompt 
action of the governor in this oase will havo 
a very salutary tffiot upon the minds of the 
natives. Six of the ringleaders who bavs 
been brought here were arraigned this morn- 
ing on the charge of murder ; from appear- 
aocea the caao will be concluded to-morrow. 
The prisoners will either be discharged or 
re-indicted on a less Berioua count. 

Immediately on hia return to Suva on 
June 27 the Governor formally opened the 
annual Bose, or native parliament, in the 
presence of Admiral Bowden- Smith, who 
bad arrived in hia flagship Orlando. The 
chiefa had arrived from all parts of the 
gronp while Hia Excellency was away on 
his sudden call, and had been awaiting the 
formal opening of the counoil. After tho 
ceremony thoy adjourned for the day, and 
the afternoon, a lovely one, was spent in 
the performance of some exceedingly good 
mekes, or native danoea, performed with 
clubs, over four hundred men taking part in 
some of them. After sitting for ten days 
tho council was prorogued with tho usual 
drinkiDg of kava or Fiji grog. They have 
framed fourteen important resolutions con- 
corning native matterB, all of which, with 
one exception, havo received the Governor's 
approval and will become law. 

The Arawa arrived from Vancouver on 
the 6:h with a lot of visitorB on board, bub 
unfortunately during the whole of her few 
hours Btay here it rained aB it only can in 
Fiji. The Orlando went out of the harbor 
as the Arawa camo ir, on a v tit 
to Samoa, where things aro very unset- 
tled ; she returned on the 22ad, and tho 
Admiral and officers aro to ba entertained 
by a ball at govornmont house this ovening 
and at a citizens' ball on tho 2Gth. 

Aotive steps aro being taken towards 
effecting the representation of Fiji at tho 
next untie >1 September exhibition of 
i'oion/ii The Suva Chamber of Commerce 
haB uudertakon the. collection of exhibits, 
and the Union SS. Co. of Now Zealand 
have offered to cai y them to Suva from 
outlying parts of t m a group by their inter- 
insular steamer free of charge ; the 
Canadian-Australian lino having, with 
equal generosity, offered to forward 
them on to Toronto froight free. 
The exhibit will conBiaL of tho usual Island 
productions, and possibly a collection of 
Island curios ; although tho possessors of 
valuablo collections will probably bo very 
chary in lending, as a collection valued at 
£250 was lent to the last Melbourne exhibi- 
tion and the owner novor saw any portion of 
it again. Thoro is a prospect of tho Fiji ex- 
hibit being a very good ropreBontativo one. 

A moetu g of tho legislative council was 
held on tho 12 h hut.-, at which Hia Excel- 
lency announced that ho had some timo 
back received a telegraphic dinpatoh inform- 
ing him that his term of office had boon ox- 
tended for a period of four years from Feb- 
ruary last, when his soven years' term of 
colonial governorship in Fiji expired. An 
addition of £200 per annum has beon made 
to his salary, which bringB it up to £2,500, 
including tbo grant of £300 per annum from 
the Imperial government for his services as 
high commissioner for the Western Pacific 
Tho sixth uargo of this soason's Hugar waa 
shipped for New Zealand on tho 18th inBt. 
The crushing waB Btarted oarlier this year 
than hitherto, owing principally to the 
sugar being required to supply tho Now 
/•-•aland market. It haa been found that 
tho cano had insufficiently matured, and 
the Bugar bo far haB not been anything ap- 
proaching other soasonB in strength. 

H.M.S. Ringdove ia oxpected hore at tho 
ond of the month from tho Gilbert group ; 
she brings tho deputy commissioner to 
Suva, who has beon Btarting tho govern- 
ment ball rolling in those islands, the 
natives of which aro said to bo tho moBt en- 
lightenod in the Pacific 

The ship Hereford loft on tho 21st for 
Calcutta, with 497 timo oxpirod and ri jeot- 
od Indian immigrants. She orrivod here in 
Juno with 512 coolii b for tho various plan- 
tations, after boing 93 days out from Cal- 
cutta. 



A ROYAL SELECTION. 

Queen Victoria's Wedding Gift to tho Prin- 
cess Allx of Hesse. 

London, Aug. 14 —A soleot oirclo of 
ladies had a private view to day of that por- 
tion of the trousseau of tho PrinocBB Alix of 
Hcaao which ia the gift of Queen Viotoria 
on the occasion of the marriage of the Prin- 
oesa to the Czarewitch. Thero aro no Ices 
than eighteon magnificent toilets in white 
and corded Bilks, all selected by the Queen, 
but what attracted the greatest admiration 
were a number of dresses of Irish poplin, 
the material having been especially manu- 
factured in Dublin and said to excel any- 
thing of tho kind ever turned out of Irish 
looms. Three are in white and gold, the 
latter being real metal woven in fine threads, 
sometimes forming tho pattern and at others 
aimply outlining the aatin brocade. On ouo 
of these dresses, tho design is of the Louis 
XV period, amall ourvea and fostoons of 
satin being displayed upon tho poplin 
ground, the wholo scattered over with white 
shamrocks. The gold threads, where thoy 
pass at tho back from one shamrock to 
another, give a very rich effect to the pure 
whiteness of the silk, making it look as 
though shot with gold. Another of the 
white poplina ia in a crescent pattern of an 
Oriental description, the crescents being in 
relief in satin, and every one of them out- 
lined in gold. 

SOCIALISTIC BOYCOTT. 

What Is Being Done uy This Dloturulug Ele 
ment In Germany. 

Berlin, Aug. 14 — The struggle between 
the socialistic boycotters and the ring brew 
ors does not grow less, although both partiea 
have suffered enough to welcome an end, 
neither one thinks of yielding a point. 

The Vorwaerlz, whioh leads the the fight 
for tho socialists with daily columns of ex 
hortation of friends and denunciation of ene- 
mies, aays that tho liat of boycotted houso.i, 
oarries now some 2,000 names. Many of 
theBe, however, are the smallest baokyard 
saloons, whose buiinoss interosto aro hardly 
worth considering. The Big Borlin saloon 
keepers still refuse to let the boycotters use 
their assembly halla. The lona to tho land 
lorda on this account is heavy, although 
part of it ia ooverod with subsidies from the 
landlords' aBsooiation. The lack of propor 
rooms for their anti-ring rallies has cauBod 
tho Booialiflta muoh inconvenience and un- 
doubtedly kept thoir plan of campaign with 
in reasonable bounds. 

They threaten the hall owners with aevero 
penalties as KSCB us tho main struggle with 
the brewers shall coase. Many ownurs aro 
receiving monacing letters warning them 
that they will be forced out of business if 
they do not como over to the socialistic Bido, 

Theodore Wachter, the person who for- 
sook hia calling to devote his enorgy to 
spreading socialism, has got into trouble 
with the social democratic loaders, and has 
beon set out in the cold by them. He 
wished to combine socialism and Christian- 
ity in his teachings, and tho mixture ox 
oited the disgust of tho infidels who control 
the party organization. He has gone 
Dortmund to found a party of hia own. He 
will call his followers Christian socialists, 
but he hopes that the regular leaders will 
repent and let him exploit his theoriea at 
the Frankfurt national congress, but he is 
likely to be disappointed. 

CLERICAL MANIFESTO. 

A Document Which Has Caused a Political 
Stir Throughout Germany. 

Berlin, Aug. 14. — The new clerical party 
in Wurtemburg haa published a manifesto 
whioh has caused a political stir throughout 
the empire. Their chief demands are : The 
preservation of the empire; the safeguarding 
of VYurtemburg's individual ties; direct re 
sponsibility of the imperial chancellor to the 
federal counoil; the promotion of Christian 
social reform; the improvement of the work- 
ingman's lot, and last, but far from least, 
priestly supervision of all the public ele- 
mentary sohools.

CAPTIOUS AND INCONSISTENT. 

The Times, iu the matter of relieving the 
sufferers by tho Fraeor River floods, is true 
to ita policy of oarping and quibbling. 
When the Government and the Board of 
Trade agreed that it waB injudiciouB to 
appeal to the Eastern Provinces for aid the 
Times acquieeced in their decision. It evi- 
dently believed that the extent of the disas- 
ter did not warrant an appeal to tho other 
provinces of the Dominion. It saya nothing 
dow to lead its readers to believe that in its 
opin'on it then made a mistake. It ia very 
evident that it still considers that tho courao 
it pursued a few weeks ogi was tho 
right one. But seeing that fault is 
now found with thoso who, when grossly 
exaggerated reports of tho damage done by 
the Hoods were in circulation, thankfully 
declined offers of assistance from the East, 
it does it8 beat to create tho impression that 
the honeat aDd atraightforward courae of 
which it at tho time approved waa tho wrong 
one, 

We do not think that our contemporary 
will g*in much by acting in this inconsistent 
and disingonuoua «ay. It would have done 
much better if it had exhorted tho Relief 
Committee to appeal to tho inhabitanta of tho 
Province for the aid which ia still needed. 
That aid we aro quite certain would have 
been cheerfully given. There is still, no 
doubt, much distress in tho Eraser rivor val 
ley. Some of the Bottlers nood help to get 
fencing to prevent tho growing crop from 
being destroyed by cattle and horses, 
and others need provisions to carry them 
through the winter. But tho number need- 
ing aid ia not so largo that their wantB can- 
not be supplied by tho more fortunato in- 
habitants of tho Province. If the rolief 
committee had actod upon tho determina- 
tion so generally exprossod wheu the disas- 
ter occurred, of confining appeals for relief 
to the Province, thoy would, wo aro quite 
sure, have mot with a prompt and a gener- 
ous response, and wo also boliovo that our 
contemporary would havo done its best to 
•ocond their efforta. 

It is not too late now to appeal to tho 
genorous publio of British Columbia. Al- 
though timos are hard und monoy acarco, we 
are very auro if tho nocesaary exertion wore 
made sufficient monoy would bo raisod to 
rolievo the present and prospective wants of 
thoso of the EruBer Rivor settlors who aro 
really in noed of holp, 



point of the bayonet ; and that every step 
on the part of China to hampor Japanoso 
policy ia to bo regarded as an aot of hostility, 
This country is dotennined, we are assured 
by this semiofficial organ, that she will not 
withdraw her troops, or listen to anything 
whioh may be aaid to hor by China, und 
muoh loaa by any Western power. Jupan'a 
regimonta aro to bo kept there until Korea 
shall have proved competent to proteot her- 
self, whioh may bo set down as never againat 
Russia, and that aa regardB ChineBo troops, 
they must bo ordered to withdraw, or be 
driven out by force. Japan, wo are told, is 
roady to fight China, so as to convince tho 
Koreans, who havo hitherto alwayB leant on 
that power in their difficulties, that tho best 
thing for them is for tho futuro to implicitly 
rely on Japan for protection. 

LIBERAL TESTIMONY. 

Tho Winnipeg Nor'- Wester, whioh is a 
paper of decidedly Liberal tendonoits, ia not 
at all disposed to expect tho Government to 
do impossibilities in the way of tariff re- 
form. It Bays in a recent issue : 

Mr. Laurier will probably deliver his mes- 
sage of free trade, but so far as tho North- 
west is concerned tho tariff question has 
practically boou taken out of tho list of is- 
sues. If tho Government can see ita way to 
manage without duties all tho pooplo bore 
would rejoice. They would huvo been 
ploaaod if the Einanco Minister had made 
other reductions when forming his new tariff, 
but as oarly in tho ugitution they aBkcd for 
ooncessiona on certuin artiolea and in noarly 
all eaaea got what they asked, thoy are not 
disposed now to keep up tho complaiut 
merely to muko themselves disagreeable. 

The Nor'-Wester does not forgot that any 
Government, whother it is led by Sir John 
Thompson or Mr. Laurior, must raiso a 
revenue. By far the greator part 
of tho thirty-six millions or ao 
that aro required to keop tho difforont 
branches of the public aervico in an effi- 
cient condition, muBt be raised by duties 
on imports. The Government that 
ahould reaort to direct taxation in 
order to get the money it required, would in 
a very short time become most unpopular. 
As tho Government, therefore, must look to 
the custom house for tho greater part of its 
revenuo, and aa it must havo a fixed sum, 
tho margin for either tariff reform on the 
one side or retrenchment on the other, is 
very small indeed. 

It is woll known that the Liberala would 
not bo satisfied with oven a moderately eco- 
nomical Government. When their frionda 
were in power they woro inoossant in their 
demands for publio works and political 
favors. That they were not alwaya 
oither moderate or considerate in their 
requests !b proved by a witneaa whom 
ovory one muat admit to bo competent. The 
Hon. Alexander Mackenzie, when he waa 
Miniater of Public Worka, writing to a 
friend said : 

t would like much to be relieved of the 
Publio Worka Department. Frionda expect 
to be benefited by offices that they aro unfit 
for, by contracts they are not entitlod to, 
by advances not earned. I feel like the be- 
sieged, lying on my arms night and day. I 
havo offended at least twenty parliamentary 
friends by my defence of the citadel. 

It ia not likely that Liberals generally 
have ohanged their naturo since Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's time. A Liberal Minister of Public 
Worka to-day would have as many trials to 
endure, and aa many demands to meet— and 
to resist — aa had the honeat old man who ao 
faithfully kept guard over the Dominion 
Treasury. It ia not likely that tho party 
would long tolerate a Finance Minister who 
was alway8 Bhort of funds, and who could 
not meet what tho party regarded as reason- 
able demands. As a large measure of tariff 
reform meana a small revenue, it ia not 
likely then that tho tariff changea of the 
Liborala would be at all sweeping. 



JAPAN'S POLICY. 



The Japan Herald, published in Yoko- 
hama, in ita issue of July 25, commenting on 
Koroan affaira, say :— 

In spitt. of all Japan's protestations aa to 
tho comparative innooonoo of her motives in 
thia Korean affair, aaluto persona will not 
fail to regard hor professions und conduot 
with muah suspicion. Tho Booreoy with 
which tho dispatch of oxoossivo dotaohments 
of troops haa been enveloped, and tho deter- 
mination to keep them thoro for an indefinite 
timo ; tho building of pormanout barracks 
for their accommodation, whon thoro ia no 
legitimate roaton for thoir remaining; tho 
sustained truculenco of tho nativo press, are 
all indications of a doop-soated policy tho 
revorso of peaceful. Thus wo find tho Nichi 
Niohi declaring that Japan's determination 
should bo und is, to fight with any power 
attempting to obstruct hor oourao ; und 
that should any such bo mot with by 
Japan In currying out its wishes, that it will 
not hesitate to carry out ita reforms at tho 



THE DEFORMED TARIFF HILL. 

The .Senate's tariff bill has at last been 
cirried in the House of Representatives, and 
now awaitB the President's Bi'gnature. Not 
ono of the six hundred and odd amend- 
ments made by the Senate has beon changed 
in the alightcat degreo. The meaauro, as it 
now standa, does not bear the slightest re- 
semblance to tho Wilson bill p&SBed by the 
people's representatives. The Sonate, 
obodienco to the orders of the syndicates 
and rings, haa cut and carved and mangled 
it beyond recognition. The House of Repre- 
sentatives intended that it should bo a 
tariff for revenue, but tho Senate 
haa made it a protective tariff ; tho 
Ropreaontativoa mado the neceasariea 
of life and the raw materials of manufac- 
ture; free the Sonato reversed thoir action 
and lovied duties more or loss burdonsomo 
on moat of them. The changes woro mado, 
it must bo remembered, not in tho interestB 
of tho pooplo but to satisfy tho greed of 
monopolists of ono kind und another. Tho 
press of tho United States speak in tho 
frankoBt manner of tho corrupt motivos by 
which mombors of the Senato woro actuntod. 

It should nob bo forgotten that tho de- 
formed tariff ia a Domccratio tariff. Tho 
Democrats, who woro plodged to tho hilt to 
tariff roform, havo a majority in bothbrxDObes 
of the Legislature, and tho President ia 
strongly and honestly in favor cf tariff ro- 
form, yet when there wub to all appearance 
nothing to provont the Democrats carrying 
out their pledgos to tho lottor, they havo 
given tho pooplo a tariff which men of all 
parlies denounce as a monstrosity. It ia a 
thing of shreds and patoheB. Thoro is in it 
no system, and it is not basod upon any 
principle 

It is probablo that honest DsmooratB 
have, to put an end to uncertainty, and to 
huston the return of something liko con- 
fionco in business oircloa, consented to voto 
for u tariff of whioh thoy could not 
approvo. Thoy saw that to continue 
tho struggle would bo productive 
of much mischief and thoy hoard tho pooplo 
crying out that any tariff' at all would bo 
hotter than a continnution of tho period of 
doubt and uncertainty. It ia not !ikely that 
tho President, muoh aa ho dislikes tho Son- 
uto'a bill, will tako upon hiniBolf tho respon- 
Bibility of rejecting it. Ho may consider 
that ho haa boforo him tho choice of two 



evils and that it is his duty to choose tho 
least. 



The Liberal party of tho Dominion may 
learn a leason from the abortive [attempt of 
tho froo tradora of the United Statca to re- 
form tho tariff in tho direation of freo trade. 
During tho proBidential election campaign, 
th6 DomocrutB from the highoattotholowest, 
preached freo trade and denounced protection 
The Democratic convention which choao Mr. 
Clevoland as its candidato declared that 
protection waa robbery, und protection was 
denounced by Democratic orators in every 
part of the Union. The poople gave tho 
DomocratB un overwhelming majority in the 
House of Representatives and tho changes 
that were made in many states gave tho 
Domoorata a clear majority in tho Senate. 
Yot in spite of these mujoritiea and in tho 
face of repeated promieeB und tho strongeBt 
professions tho Democratic party on account 
of the opposition of Democrats haa not 
beon able to carry a tariff for revenue or a 
measure at all approaching such a tariff. 

The pur5 which the Republicans had to 
tako in this matter of turiff reform waa a 
very Bimplo ono. They had nothing to do 
but to Btund uBido and watch tho Democruta 
fighting among thomaelvefl. They aro as a 
party protectionist, but there was little 
necessity for tbom to stand up for their 
prinoiploe ; the Democrats did tho fightpjg 
for thorn. And it is hurdly to bo oxpectod 
that the Canadian Liberals would do any 
hotter if the pooplo woro simple onough to 
place thorn in power. It is woll known that 
a very considerable proportion of tho men 
who now call thomselveB Liberala are in 
favor of protection. These men would, liko 
the protectionist Democrats, resiBt any real 
change in tho tariff in the direction of freo 
trade. Thoy would pluco obstacles which 
would bo found to bo insurmountable in the 
way of any roform which would tako from 
Liborals tho protection they now enjoy. The 
Liberals who aro honoBtly freo tradora would, 
like tho Democratic free traders of tho 
States, find that the most aotivo and 
tho most influential enemies of reul tariff 
roform aro on their own side. ThiB, we are 
satisfied, sagacious Liberals see clearly. 
Thoy know that there aro among thoir own 
ranks mon who, in order to place their party 
in power, aro ready to join jn [tho demand 
for tariff reform, but who, when the Liberals 
beoame auoceBaful, woulddo tholrvory best to 
prevent them carrying out their promises if 
an honest attempt were mado to do ao. 
Ia not thia why tho Liberal leaders are so 
very reluctant to promise nnything definite 
with respect to tariff reform ? Freo trade 
appoars to them beautiful in tho distance, 
and they are bound it shall he kept in the 
distance. The time when radical reforms 
aro to be made will always be in the future,

CoLUMnus, Aug. 14 — Governor MoKin- 
ley is overwhelmed with requesta for his 
viewB on the new tariff law, but ho refuses 
to talk, He said to-day that ho had no 
doubt that tho President would promptly 
sign the bill. " It would bo quite unlike 
him to voto it," taid the Governor. 

Washington, Aug, 14. — Now that the 
tariff bill haa boen paaaad by the House the 
next subject of speculation iB as to the 
Preaident'a position regarding it. Will 
he sign it or permit it to become a 
law without hia signature, or will hia 
disapproval cf the measure lead him to veto 
it! There are a fow who believe he will 
take auch an extreme step as vetoing 
tho measure. He has Btated repeat- 
edly B.iy thoso who r. fleet his senti- 
ments, that ho would agree to 
a bill which came to him with the approval 
of tho house confereea. The aonato bill, ub 
was shown by yesterday'd voto, has not 
only the approval of the house con- 
fereea but was ondoreed by tho Houee 
Democrats in caucus to the number of 130. 
in the ulhrmativo to '21 in tho opposition. 
Thore aro not many, however, who believe 
tho President will sign tho bill. It ia thought 
that his opposition to tho measure is ao 
strong that ho cannot consistently affix 
hia signature to it, but rather than 
havo no tariff legislation by this ('jogrcss 
ho will permit it to become a law without 
signing it. This opinion ia shared by tho 
best informed men in tho houao. The demo- 
cratic loadora of tho houao are waiting with 
no littlo interest for tho action of tho senate.

from S^ntu Rosalia, Mexico, had an unusual 
and exeiting exporicnco in tho Gulf of 
Mexico, May 13, with a aword fiBh. The 
veeael \va8 going Bouth from San Francisco, 
and waa Bpeoding along at a nine-knot rate 
when it was suddenly noticed that tho bob 
was greatly disturbed. The wator seemed 
to boi! as though some big animal waa rac- 
ing through it at tremondouB epeed. The 
officers were unable to account for the 
strango phnomenon. Suddenly tho barken- 
tino received such a sovero shock that overy 
man on board was carried from his foot. 
For an instant tho vessel stopped still, 
quivered like a wounded animal, and then 
slowly got under way. Tho officers and 
crow Burmipud that a submarine voloauo had 
burst or thai the vessel had Btruck a rock. 
At Santa Rosalia, where tho vessel was dis- 
charged and her hull examined, in tho hold 
of the ship, sticking through the 
timborB was found tho extreme end of a 
fish's sword. About four inches, broken 
off with a sledgehammer, is now preserved 
on board aa a trophy of tho occaaion. The 
sword struck the barkontino on tho s 
board aide at a point below the wator line 
beneath the foreohain plates, penetrating a 
fivo inch plank and ono of tho ship's timbors 
where it was broken, the iish leaving about 
18 inches of his weapon in the vessol's side 
Captain Gluzier says that it was tho moat 
remarkable udventuro that ho over experi- 
enced at sea and that tho fish must have 
beon of immense Bi'ze to have so groatly dis- 
turbed the sea and to havo struck tho ves- 
sel with such tremendous force as to have 
driven its aword through a comparatively 
new veBsol'B aide. 

FOR THE NORTHERN - CAMPS, 

The Bteamer Rainbow got away on her 
trip to the Northern logging camps last 
evening, intending to first go to Vancouver, 
and from thero proceed on her voyago to- 
day. Capt. Cowper, of Vancouver, hus tho 
steamer chartered from tho C.P.N. Com- 
pany and manning her is a crew pioked in 
tho Terminal City. The captain, enginoer 
and a few otherB are well acquainted with 
the Northern route and havo been for some- 
time on tho Comox, the steamer thoy now 
enter into competition with. Port Neville 
ia the most northerly point which the Rain- 
bow will run to, though the route, if induce- 
ment offers, will be extended to Alert Bay. 
The Bteamer will make but ono trip a week 
for the present, leaving Vanoouver every 
Monday and returning each Friday or Sat- 
urday. On leaving here yesterday she had 
as cargo several tonB of logging oamp sup- 
plies and a team of horsea for Salmon river. 

THE " TOPEKA " AWAY. 

More freight offered on the Sound for 
Alaskan points than tho steamship City of 
Topeka could carry when she left there on 
her way North yesterday morning. Her 
call here at noon was principally for passen- 
gers, of whom she carried, including a dozen 
or moro from Victoria, about Bixty. Prom- 
inent among them were Graf von Bismarck, 
who arrived hero from Australia, Sunday, 
on a tonring trip, and Mr. and Mrs. Lane, 
of Asgel Camp, California. Mr. Lane, who 
is interested in the large gold mines in Cali- 
fornia, is going North to inspect Borne Alas- 
kan mineral property. 

THE " SATELLITE " AT SAN DIEGO. 

H. M. S. Satellite, Commander A. J. 
Allen, has arrived at San Diego from Eng- 
land on her way to Esquimalt. She left 
Eogland February 6, but was sent to the 
African coast to quiet a disturbance, which 
was accomplished by a brief bombardment 
of the town. She was to sail north yester- 
day. She is a well armed boat, having two 
six-inch and five five-inch guna.

ROYAL BIRTHDAY. 

The Kmperor of China Twenty-Three Years 
Old To-Day-Hls Health Delicate. 

Tho Emperor of China is of frail physiquo 
and in very delicate hoalth, and tho life of 
the palaco ia said to ha euoh that it would be 
possible to remove him without any real 
knowledge of the affair ever becoming pub- 
lic. Trio life of the imperial palace is a 
world of its own, and what happens there 
need never become public. His birthday, 
whioh takes place on August 15 (to-day), 
will bo celebrated on a ucalo of magnificence 
which it is impoasiblo for WoBtern people to 
understand. Anothor governor besides 
Viceroy Li has invested moro than 510,000 
in poicsluins, and it is said that the expen- 
ses of hiB presents alone will be more than 
§250,000. Thore is no law ot hereditary 
succesBton to the throne, but it is lift to 
each sovereign to appoint his successor from 
among tho mombe,rs of his frmily, of a 
younger generation than his own, 

For months thero havo beon tho most 
olaborato preparations making to aelebrato 
the event. Viceroy Li mado a special ap- 
plication for a place in the line of tho im- 
perial procession which is to honor the 
ovent. The young King is known by sight 
to very few people, for ho cannot uppoar in 
public, and when ho goos abroad it ia 
usually in a close sedan chair, with guards 
along each sido of the road to prevont in- 
truders from sturing at hiu sacred peraon. 
This seclusion is maintained by tho popular 
suporetition that the Emperor's bodyguurd 
is a fierco band of watchers, and that to von- 
turo near it moans certain doath. VariouB 
oventn havo happened which have illustrated 
the pructical falsity of this statement, but 
the superstition survives. Tho imperial 
train was not long ago uttacked by brigands 
au it was on its way from tho lake in tho 
park of Yuon Ming Yuen, which la only 
oight milea outaido the walla of Pekin to tho 
palaco grounds. Tho train contained hun- 
dreds of courtiers and attendants, but just 
at nightfall tho robbors attacked tho roar of 
tho long line and cut off several of tho wag- 
gonB, which wore filled with handsomo cos- 
tumes Bnd plate. Tho boldness of the crime 
startled ovoryono, but only tho most moagre 
details reached the public until somo months 
after it happened. 

Only tho slightest information concerning 
tho young Emperor's life and movements 
ever reaches the public. He Hvob in a 
great palaco surrounded by a wall, through 
which nobody but tho court oIlioialB over 
penetrates without special permiasion. Ho 
waB kopt in Beolusion throughout his youth, 
the Dowager Empresses acting as Regent. 
He had in hiB palaco yard miniature models 
of men-of-war, a train of cars which was an 
exact modol of the first railroad train ever 
run in China, and overy toy that wealth 
could procure ; but to show the completo 
artificiality of his roal life it will only bo 
necessary to consider that he has ovcrBoen 
one of hia own men-of-war, or never ridden 
in a roal steam car. He learnB aa much of 
what goes on in his empire as tho Viceroys 
see fit to tell him. 



BAJULWATB. 
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WILL GO TO PIECES. 

The King of Shim Dyiiie-Prolmule Break Up 
of tho Kingdom. 

San Francisco, Aug. 14. — Rev. D. G. 
Collins and J. W. McKean, missionaries for 
several years past in Siam, are in the city, 
accompanied by their families. They say 
that King Chulalongkom was very ill when 
they left Bangkok, and all the city oxpeoted 
him to dio at any moment. It appears thjt 
the king has been dissipating for many 
years, so that, though ho is now scarcely 40 
years old, ho is a physical wreck. " We ro- 
gret this exceedingly," said one of the mis- 
sionaries, " as ho helped us very much. On 
tho king's death it is probable that tho gov- 
ernment of Siam will go to pieces. The esti- 
mated population is now from 7,000,000 to 
8,000.000. France took last year all the 
territory oast of the Cambodia river, whioh 
was about one-third. Now, with Englond 
on one side in possession of Burmah, and 
Franco on the other with Cochin, it is not 
Drobable thero will be much left."

THE AGASS1Z CONVENTION. 

To the Editoh:— In your excellent ro- 
port of tho proceedings of tho convention at 
Agasoiz I am reported to have stated, in 
roply to tho queBtion, " What breed of cat- 
tlo aro most uflocted with tuberculosia t" 
" that thoao who had to hustlo for a living 
wero nover attacked with the disease." I 
hoard this absurd and misleading statomont 
made by some gentleman, but certainly I 
never said anything of tho kind. I take 
groat blamo to myself for permitting the 
mattor to drop without earnest protest, for 
it ia contrary to tho experience of all stock 
breedera with whom I am acquainted. I 
think tho trouble with some of our dairy 
horde ia thoir being turned out to " rustlo 
for a living " in tho fall aftor having beon 
milked heavily during the enmmcr, They 
aro then in the worst posBiblo condition to 
resist attacks of all contagious disease. 

Mr. Ronouf was corroct in Btating that 
oattlo properly housed wero nevor diseased, 
ond the records of breeders on the 
Jorscy and Gurusey islands abundantly 
provo this for thero has never been a case of 
tuberculosis on either island. This immunity 
from tho dread disease is entirely owing to 
tho caro and attention given to thoso valu- 
ablo breeds, which constitute tho wealth of 
tho moat prosperous and contended farmcra 
undor tho British flag. When British Col- 
umbiana loam to valuo first class dairy cat- 
tlo at their real worth and give them proper 
food and good comfortable, well ventilated 
barns, wo Bhall hear lcea of tuberculosis and 
other disoaaos which entail such loss on tho 
avorago farmer. 

I cannot cloc,e without complimenting and 
thankinc you aud tho press genorally for 
tho aasiBtanog given ua in making tho con- 
vention a decided success. The delegates 
prtsent weregreatly encouraged and inspired 
by tho presence of such a corps of intelligent 
and sympathetic reporters. If tho pross of 
this provinco will earnestly take up the ques- 
tion of agricultural dovolopment and pull 
with tho farmors we shall soon seo greater 
and moro pormanont prosperity in both town 
and country. Without earnest co-operation 
and determination on the part of all classes 
of oitizsna to make our lich agricultural 
lands support our people, we shall go from 
bad to worse, until city property, which is 
now considorod valuable, will bo regarded 
as an encumbrance by the unfortunate 
owners. 

Tho amount of city property advertised 
for sale for taxes is significant and indica- 
tive of what is sure to happen unless there 
bo a speedy reversal of the present insane 
policy of importing all tho necessaries of Iifo 
and paying for them in cash. The press and 
the govornment co-operating can do much 
to cure this evil. We need a vigoroua agri- 
cultural development policy for tho next 
four years ; other schemes had better be 
shelved for tho time being. I don't think 
we are suffering seriously for more railroads, 
for thero is nothing to carry. When we have 
mado tho land yield enough to supply the 
demand for food the railways will Burely 
come. 

I did not intend to branch off on these 
subjects, but the temptation to disouss tho 
cause of our present financial depression ia 
almoat irrosistible, and one is carried away 
uuconsciouBly. Pleaso correct tho report 
and pardon mo for tresspassing on your 
timo.
